THE BATTLE OPENED ON THE RIGHT OF THE LINE.

PLAYA DEL ESTE, July |.—After aday of fierce fighting, in which Shafter’s army 
made a series of desperate assaults upon the Spanish outposts, from Aguadores, on 
the coast down to and beyond El Caney, four miles inland, the American troops have 
carried everything before them, are within a mile of the City of Santiago and the final 
attack upon the city is only a question of a few hours. 

The victory has beera grand one, but it has cost dearly in the killing and wound- 


ing of men on both sides. So far as the fighting before El Caney is concerned, the 


heavy loss on the American side was largely due to the mistake of massing the infan- 
try behind the position taken by the battery. \ 

The attack on El Caney was made by the Second Division under Gen, Lawton. 
Last night his 5000 men bivouacked without fires close to the Spanish lines. The 
break of day found the army ready for action. 

Gen. Joe Wheeler’s cavalry corps took the center of the line before San Juan. The 
General was so sick that he put Gen. Sumner in command, but as soon as the fight- 
ing began,**Fighting Joe” insisted on being carried upon the field on a litter, borne 
on the shoulders of four of his men. Thus he watched and directed the movements 
of his troops.

It re- 
sulted in the loss to the enemy of two gunboats, a sloop laden with soldiers and two 
pontoons; the disabling of the torpedo boat, the serious damaging of the other gun- 
boats and a great loss of life. Nobody was killed on our side. The Hist was struck 
11 times, the Hornet was hit several times, and a steam pipe was broken, crippling 
her. Sie sunk a gunboat and the sloop. 

The Wampatuck was riddled, but she towed the Hornet. On leaving the harbor 
the squadron silenced another battery.

The response of the piblicto the Post-Dispatch’s suggestion 
that a carload of supplies be sent to the Missouri Volunteers 
at Chickamauga was generous beyond all expeetation. Gifts 
for the soldiers poured in from friends in St. Louls and the 
interior of the State in such quantities that three cars were 
negessary to transport them. 

It was not by gny means a small] task to handle the pack- 
ages and load them on the cars. Each car has a carrying 
capacity of 60,000 pounds and requires 22,500 pounds of ice. 
Twelve extra large stake wagon loads of packages were trans- 
ferred from th@ receiving room in the Old City Hall to the 
cars. Besides the drivers, four men were required to load the 
wagons and four men, one a checker, unloaded, checked and 
packed the supplies. 

There were 1510 packages, ranging in size from sugar bar- 
rels down. Three-fourths of the packages were in boxes the 
size of a soap box and there were 100 large baskets. Six 
members of the Post-Dispatch reportorial staff received, listed 
and receipted for the packages. | 

There was no lack of generous offers to ald in the work, 
Adjutant-General Corbin cheerfully co-operated by ordering 
the designation of an officer to take charge of the distribution 
of the packages. The officials of the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad placed no limit on their offer to transport the sup- 
plies free of charge. The American Refrigerator Transit Co. 
readily added two additional refrigerator cars to their original 
offer of one car. The transfer wagons of the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Co. and of Mansur & Tebbetts were placed at the disposal! 
of the Post-Diepatch. 

The Post-Dispatch is deeply gratified at the generous recep- 
tion of Its suggestion and at the hearty co-operation of all 
who could aid the undertaking. Instead of finding difficulty 
in collecting supplies the problem was to handle al) that were 
sent. The offers of aid far exceeded the requirements of the 
work.

Germany, France and Russia Come to an Agreement 
in Regard to the Philippines.

BERLIN, July/2.—On the best authority the corréepoedent here of the Asso- 
ciated. Press is informed that Germany, France and Russia have reached an under- 
standing relative to the Philippine Islands. It is said these three powers do not 
intend to actively interfere until hostilities cease, after which they will combine to 
prevent the United §tates or Great Britain gaining possession of the whole of the 
Philippine Islands. When the war is over an internationalgcongress will be pro- 
posed similar to the Berlin Congress of 1878 to settle all questions connected. with | 
the war. All the great powers will be invited to join, including the United States. 
and Spain. It appears certain that Germany will demand a slice of the Philippine | 
Islands or other compensation in the Far East.’ 

The correspondent of the Associated Press has received corroboration of the 
facts from authentic sources. 

The same authority says Germany is doing a thriving trade in provisions and 
especially peas, beans and canned goods, and in ammunition and small . arms, 
through Hamburg commission merchants who are selling to both Spain and the 
United States. The latter, it appears. is buying quantities of the potassium used 
for saltpeter from the big German alkali works. All these goods, it is asserted, 
are shipped from Copenhagen mainly by the Thingvalla Line. The German Gov- 
ernment has ordered that three cruisers be kept in West Indian waters. In spite 
of the war the German exports to America are as large as ever. 


LONDON, July 2.—The Berlin correspondent of the Times says: .

CAMP CUBA LIBRE, JACKSONVILLE, 
Fla., July 2—I think {ft can truthfully be 
said that this is the best military camp 
in the United States. There are 10,00 
troops here now, all infantry except Col. 
Torrey’s Rough Riders. They have gone 
into camp at Panama Park, about four 
miles north of Jacksonville. 

There are now in camp here the following 
regiments: 498th and th Iowa, ist Wis- 
consin, 2d and 4th Illinois, 24 and 4th Vir- 
ginia, lst North Carolina and 2d New Jer- 


y. 

At Pana Park are the ist Mississippi 
and 24 Regiment Volunteer Cavalry, Rough

The camp is situated in a grove of tall 
pines, the near¢st int to the city being 
about two miles. The electric car lines run 
out here, making it but a few minutes’ ride 
to the heart of Jacksonville. The cam 
proper is about three miles in length an 
one half mile in width and is almost north- 
east of the city. 

Our water supply is from the artesian 
wells, 1500 feet in depth. The water mains

The robbery is alleged to 
have been committed at 6 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, the victim, Morris Cohen, ac- 
cusing Bloom of holding him up at the 
southwest corner of the streets named, and 
robbing him of a gold watch worth $100. 
Bloom tnsists that his inoarceration is a put 
up job and that he will prove his innocence 
at his trial. 

Bloom lives at 106 ‘Biddle street. He 
was at Eighth and Wash streets yesterday 
when Cohen came along. Cohen was under 
the influence of liquor. There was a scuf- 
file betweeh the two.and Bloom was seen 
to run south on Eighth street to a jewelry 
store kept by a man named Benne, between 
Wash and Franklin avenue. Cohen cried

At a meeting held for the purpose of de 
termining the committee's attitude, a report 
was made embodying reasons and argu- 
ments at length to show why the peopie of 
St. Louls should vote against the amend- 
ments at the coming election. ; 

The report was a forceful arraignment of 
the proposed amendments. It.reads as, fol- 
lows: 

‘To the Citizens of St. Louls—The most 
important city elect.on ever held in this 
cily wail take place on Juiy 12, 1s¥6, when 
c.rtain propvesed amendments to the city 
Charter w.il De subm.tied to the sulrege 
of the qualified voiers. The amenamenis 
are designed:y cloined in such tecapicai 
language and obscure m.an.ng a3 to pur- 
POoseiy aeceive the average vo.er and pre- 
vert him from discoveriug Woe rea: Meanh- 
whe of many of the se.mingly haimiess 
provisions c@entained there.n, that are 
fraught with (Ne greatest dangers pvssib.e 
to every ciass of our feliow citizens, iney 
are sk.ilfully and adroitiy drawn to pur- 
poseiy s.rve the interests of the City hal 
ring of contractors and greeay spvyiismen, 
Th.y mean wrong to the citizeas Ol oUF 
great city, and wii] do wWwruig.

“bnese special tax dills wiil enable the 
City biail ‘pusa’ to raise DOL Only s2y,000,- 
Ww, Dut 960,000,000, or $120,000,000. Tiere is nu 
limit to ¢ne amount except the vaiue at 
the property. The subjects fdr speciai tax- 
ation wiil De enormously inc.e@used by these 
amendments. In addition to street imp. oVe- 
Meuls, sewers, slree. grading, cleaning arid 
Spriva'%e Wii. he done by special tax b..ls, 
levied on private Nal property. Sireeis 
may be constructed and recoastructed of 
any material; public sewers may be made 
and remade; contracts for street cleauing 
and sprinkling may be let by the year by 
the Board of Public Lmprovements and 
Munic.pal Assemb.y, without the jeast re- 
gard to the enormous cost or the wishes 
of the property hold re, or conditions of the 
weather. Cannot the prope.ty ownv.r reau- 
lly see that, under these proposed amend- 
ments, the municipal officialg may, for the 
benefit of the City Hal. ring of coatrac.ao.s 
and corrujt spoilsmen, practically contis- 
cate the entire value of the r real property, 
by piacing a mortgage to the fu.l market 
Value on all the real estate in the ciiy of 
St. Louis, where the publ.c improvements 
are not already satisfactorily made? Tax- 
payers would have no means of re.ief, ex- 
cept long and costly lLtig ition. 

“Rents would necessarily be enormously 
increased, and would have to be paid by 
the renters, thus robbing many families of 
the common comforts of iife, which they 
now enjoy. 

“The Waterworks cannot be sold, and is 
more than self-sustaining. Many capitalists 
are anxious to purchase the same, as a 
fine paying investment. Under the proposed 
amendment: a loophole is provided for sheir 
sale, and a grand chance to swindle the 
city out of many millions is thus offered to 
certain officeholders and money sharks. 

“The demerits of the charter amendment 
scheme are clear to any one Who w ll care. 
fully examine them. They ar@ backed and 
supported by a City Hal. contractors ring 
and every one of the officers holding his job 
By the grace of the present city adminis- 
tration. The entire ‘push’ surrounding the 
City Hall are enthusiastically supporting 
them and using both foul and unfair means 
to secure their adoption. Is ret this alone 
reason enough to induce you to vote against 
them? 

“The present city administration is ut- 
terly unable to meet the cost of the most 
necessary public improvements, and the or- 
dinary work of street cleaning. These 
amendments offer a mast advantageous way 
out. They simply shift all the burden of 
street and sewer construction, street grad. 
ing, cleaning and sprinkling on the prop- 
erty of citizens by means of special tax b!lls 
and lena, thus leaving the genera) funds of 
the city free for paying unmecessary and 
useless high-salaried officials and for gen. 
eral spoils purposes. The amendments would 
give the administration the power of unm 
limited taxation upon real estate for the 
purpose of building up a wast political ma- 
chire, composed of corrupt contractors, 
needless officeholders and greedy spollemen.

A special telegram to the Post-Dispeteh 
from Jefferson City last wight aiated that 


Mr. and Mre. R. J. Spaulding of Chicago 


arrived there at noon to intercede with 
Gov. Stephens to include Maud Lewis in 


his Fourth of July pardons. 

Maud cla.ms she is innocent of the kill- 
ing of Senaior Morrissey, and it Is stated 
by the prison officials that*the wound in her 
head which she received.at the time of the 
killing is seriously affecting her mind, 

Mrs. Spsu.ding .s her sister. 

On the night of May 13, 189, Maud Lewis 
is alieged to have kil.ed State Senator Peter 
#. Morrissey in a resort kept by her at 
O89 Wash street. Morrissey had gone there 
in the company of the Lewis woman and 
iwo male fr.ends. About 3 o'clock in Me 
morning the inmates of the house neard a 
suot. Un runniog to the room of the Lewis 
woman they found her in hysterics by the 
side of the ‘body of Morrissey, Who Wus 
vreathing his ast. Me Was 4.1160 ilwvs. 
instantly. The Lewls woman cr.ed pitifully, 
saying: “1 d.d it, I did it. 

sne was arrested snort.y afterwards and 
for two or three days -eemed in a stupor. 
Al; this time she said she kii.ed Morrissey 
because he had struck her. ine hisiory vi 
the relations ex.sting between the tyo 
showed that Morriseey was in the habit v: 
beating and iil-treating the woman. 

t was some time afier the murder that 
a man named Andrews, the hu-band of 
he Lewis woman, came forward and said 
he had killed Morrissey itn a tt of rage, 
caused by Morriesey’s ill treatment of his 
wife, Maud Lewis. He was placed in jail 
and indicted. but at the trial the jury re- 
fused to believe h.m. 

“When Maud Lewis was tried Andrews 
went on the stand and again adm.tted k.ll- 
ing Morrissey. His story was again not 
believed. and she was sentenced to lo years 
in the penitentiary, where she has becn 
ever since. 
About six months ago Mrs, Spaulding, 
her sister. made an extiaordinary effort .o 
et Maud 
Several well-known politicians and lawyers. 
Gov. Stephens was inclined to let Maud 
out. but as he had been subjected to some 
eriticism in connection with the pardoning 
of several notorious criminals he wrote a 
letter to Maj. L. Harrigan, then Chief of 
Police, asking what he thought of the Lew- 


tory up to the time of the commission of 
the Morrissey murder. ‘ 

Maj. Harrigan repiied by saying that he 
thought the woman had few redeeming 
traits: that she was a vicious character, 
and that he thought the best 
her was in the penitentiary, 


was. 
On the receipt of this letter the Govern- 
er told Mrs. Spaulding that he would not 
ardon the woman., Since that time little 
as been said about the case.

When he was finally brought to trial at 
Poplar Bluff in March, 18%. ‘The statute 
presumes that the State is able to prove the 
accusation lodged against any Gefendant 
charged with a felony, and this provision 
calls upon the State to make its charge 
good within a reasonable time or elee set 
the prisoner at liberty, Instead of keeping 
him in prison or under bond Iindefinitely. 
The principle is the same is that of the 
Statute of limitation tn civil cases.” 

After the refusal of Judge Phillips to act. 
Attorney Thomas J. Mauldin, close friend 
of Judge Wear, was elected special judge. 
Again the case was continued without 
protest from Prosecuting Attorney Scott. 

Later the case was taken to Dunklin 
County on a change of venue, and was 
called before Special Judge Mauldin at 
Kennett, He dismissed it for want of 
prosecution andealso under the statute 
which provides that three continuances on 
the State's motion entities the defendant 
to dismissal. 


But this action was not taken -without 
protest from KR. E. Renfro, the new Prose- 
cuting Attorney, who, in the meantime, 
had been elected to succeed Scott. 

He pursued the case, and the Grand- 
jury of Butler County retuUyned a new in- 
dictment against Charles Wear, charging 
him with murder in the second degree. 

Judge Wear, who was then presiding, in- 
structed the clerk of the court not to issue 
&@ caplas against his son, and adjourned 
court from day to day without transacting 
business and, as the State's Attorney aft- 
erward charged, “without purpose,” ex- 
cept to thwart the action of thé authori- 
thes in bringing his son to trial. 

Then ensued a most remarkable pro- 
ceeding. 

After having adjourned his court from 
the February term, 1895, when a second in- 
dictment was found, to March %. and from 
Mareh 2 to April 8 Judge Wear entered

prohibition restraining Attorney Standard 
and Judge Wear from interfering with the 
case. The Supreme Court strongly de- 
nounced the action of Judge Wear and com- 
manded Judge Riley to try the case. 

This opinion of the Supreme Court, which 
is published in the Missour: Reports, 1895, 
voiume 129, rehcarses the case of Charlés 
E. Wear at length and relates how Judge 
Riley appeared in Judge Wear's court on 
the morning of May 4, 1895, and how, after 
waiting until 4 o'clock in the afternoon, he 
made formal announcement yf his presence 
to Judge Wear, who “declined and refused 
to permit sald Riley to assume the duties of 
Circuit Judge, to which he nad been cailed, 
but arbitrarily convened and at once ad- 
journed said court until May 6G, 1836.”’ 

“It further appears," says the report, 
‘that relator (Prosecuting Atiorney Renfro) 
and other counsel for the State were present 
and protested against tne refusal of Judge 
Wear to permit Judge Riley to assume the 
duties af Circuit Judge of said county to 
try said cause.” 

When. on May 6, G. A. Standard was 
elected special judge to try the case of 
Charles E. Wear, Renfro “protested and 
excepted to the election of said Standard as 
being without authority of iaw, but said 
Standard thereupon touk the oath of office.” 

Commenting upon this feature of the case 
the Supreme Court used this pointed lan- 
guage: 

“When the request was made by 
Judge Wear, as authorized by the con- 
stitution and the statute * * * and 
was acceded to by Judge Riley, by ap- 
pearing at the time and place men- 
tioned in the request, and formally ac- 
cepting the call, all the facts coucurred 


‘which invested the latter with the 


power and duties of the circuit judge- 
ship of that circuit for the trial of the 
cause of the State of Missouri against 
Charles B. Wear; and from that mo- 
meat Judge Wear, pro hac vice, became 
functus officio and had no authority 
or right to interfere with or impede 
the due administration of justice in 
that court in that cause.”’ 


After a discu@sion of the delicacy of Judge 
Riley's position the report says: 


“Judge Wear’s action in adjourning 
that court that day without affording 
Judge Riley an opportunity to proceed 
in said case was without authority of 
law, arbitrary and void. 


“We very greatly recret that Judge Wear 
should have so far misapprehended the re- 
lation he bore to that court after Judge 
Riley appeared and offered te assume the 
duties of the befch he was WRONGFULLY 
OCCUPYING. It was a most unfortunate 
objeetdeseon. If the Judges of the State do 
not regard the behesta of the law and lend 
their afd at ell times and uhfer all circum- 
stance? In enforcing and tnculcating re- 
spect for the cotirts and the orderly &dmin- 
istration of Jg8Mée, the law must soon be-

as Judge Riley was the only Judge who 
could lawflly hear and try the cause of 
the State of Missour! vs. Charles E. Wear, 
the attempt to elect, and the whole pro- 
ceeding culminating in the election of G. A, 
Standard, special judge, to try that cause, 
was without sanction of law and UTTER- 
LY VOID, and conferred no power or au- 
thority Woon said Standard to assume to 
act as the Judge of said court.” 

Upon this finding the writ of, prohibition 
was issued. 

In the meantime, before this action had 
been taken, Standard had called a special 
term of the Butler County Circuit Court, 
at the request of Judge Wear. Prosecuting 
Attorney Renfro was away on his bridal 
tour. Without notifying the State the re- 
lease of Charles Wear was ordered. The 
Sheriff promptly obeyed the mandate. 

Judge Riley took charge of the casein 
compliance with the instruction of the 
Supreme Court. At the time agreed upon, 
Nov. 18, 1895, he went to Poplar Bluff. There 
he first learned officially of Wear’s release. 
He orderd a capias issued for his arrest, 
and the State asked for an alias caplas 
to the Sheriff of New Madrid County, which 
was also issued. 


Under these circumstances Judge Wear 
could do nothing. His hands were tied 
by the order of the Supreme Court, and 
he was powerless to act directly, 

But he did not despair. 

Fortune favored him and again he was 
victorious. 


Charles Wear was located at M¥m phis. A 
requisition was made for him on the Gov- 
ernor of Tennessce and was honored. Wear 
was arrested. Sheriff Tickell of New Ma- 
drid County went after him te bring him 
back to Missouri. 


Judge Wear wae on the alert. He has- 
tened to Memphis. There he had a confer- 
ence with Judge J. 5S. Galloway andi per- 
suaded him to release the young man, rep- 
resenting that he had already been ac- 
quitted of the charge of murder in Missouri. 

Matters were becoming serious. Attorney- 
General Walker again took a hand. Both 
heand Prosecuting Attorney Renfro claimed 
that the continuances by which Wear had 
been given his freedom, as Well as the ac- 
tion of Attorney Standard in releasing him, 
were unlawful. A second requisition for 
Wear was made on Gov. Turney of Ten- 
nessee. To make his arrest and detention 
more certain the papers were placed in the 
hands of Chief of Police Henderson of Jef- 
ferson City, acting es special agent for the 
State of Misscuri. 

Dec. 16, 18%, he @rresied Wear in Mem- 
phis and started to New Madrid. 

Here again fortune seemed to smile on the 
indomitable Judge and his wayward san. 

Henderson became i02 en route and ‘ele- 
graphed Sheriff Tickeil of New Madrid to 
meet him in St. Louis and take charge pf 
the prisoner. The Sheriff came, but wh 
he etarted back he found that he lacke

Morton Jourdan, then Assistant Attorney- 
General, had been dispatched to the scene 
and he protested against the issuance of 
the writ. 


When the hear.ng was called, next day, 
Mr. Jourdan read a telegram from the Su- 
preme Court, commanding that the pro- 
ceedings be stayed, as Judge Muphygy had no 
jurisdiction in a habeas corpus case, 

That settled the matter for the time being. 
That night, Saturday, Judge Wear’s attor- 
neys, Martin & Bass, hunted up Judge 
Rom bauer of the Court of Appeals and per- 
suaded him to issue the coveted writ. He 
complied. It was made returnable Monday. 
When the matter came before iim in regu- 
lar form he repudiated his action and re- 
voked the writ, saying that he hed mieun- 
derstood the affair and that the Court of Ap- 
peais had nothing to do with the case. 

After these entanglements Charles Wear 
was taken to Poplar Bluff for trial. A bit- 
ter fight resulted in conviction for murder 
in the second degree, and-.in March, 1896, 
Wear was sentenced to imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for 35 years. 


This result, the old Judge, in spite of his 
untiring devotion and exhaustive fight, was 
powerless to prevent. But he did not rest. 
He carried the case to the Supreme Court 
and secured the release of his son on ball. 
He continued that, three continuances hav- 
ing been granted by the State, his son was 
entitled to his liberty. The State contended 
that the eontinuances were obtained by 
forcibje and fraudulent means and that the 
sentence of Wear should stand. 


The Supreene Court heard the arguments 
and took the case under advisement. Final- 
ly it adopted the opinion of Judge Burgess, 
who held that, under section 424 of the 
Revised Statutes, the State having con- 
tinued the case three times, the defendant 
was entitled to freedom, and ordered his 
release June 2. 

Chief Justice Gantt and Judge Robinson 
dissented. 

Judge Wear’s son is free. 
and devotion won. 

The majority of the Judges decided that 
Wear was  ciearly entitled to his 
liberty under Section 4223, Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, 1859, already quoted. 

In a dissenting opinion (in which Judge 
Robinson concurred) Chief Justice Gantt 
says: , 

“TLet’us consider more in detail whether 
at the January term, 18%, of the Dunklin 
County Cireuit Court the defendant was 
entitled to his discharge for laches (failure 
on the part of the State to prosecute) un- 
der Section 4223, R. 5. of Missourt, 189. He 
Was indicted at the May term, 19892, of the 
Butler County Circuit Court. In the com- 
putation of time, or terms for the lapse of 
which defendant had a right to demand a 
discharge, the term at which the indict- 
ment was found is not to be counted. This 
Was so ruled in the case of the Btate vs. 
Robinson, Twelfth Missour!, Pp. 2. and 
that ruling has never been disturbed. 

The next term tn Butler County was held 
as required by iaw in November, 1892. At 
hat term a special judge was selected by 
agreement of defendant and prosecuting at- 
to*ney and a change of venue was awarded 
to.Dunklin County og the appilcation pf 
defendant and defendant admitted to bail, 
to appear in the Dy Zilin court.

“At the January term, 1893, of the Dunk- 
lin court the cause appeared on the docket, 
but no action whatever was taken. 
not appear that the special judge put in 
his appearance at said court. No court 
having been held by Special Judge Mauldin 
at said January term, it is plain that no 
laches can be charged to the State at 
that term. 

“At the July term; 1898, of the Dunklin 
court the speciai judge assumed his duties 
and the then prosecuting attorney of Butler 
County and defendant in his proper person, 
attended by his counsel, appeared in ogen 
court and the record states that ‘SY 
AGRBPEMENT of the parties this cause Is 
continued generally.’ 

‘Clearly no default occurred on the part 
of the State up to that time. By the act 
redistricting the State into judicial circuits 
and fixing the terms of courts therein, ap- 
proved April 7, 1892, the terms of the Circult 
Court of Durklin County were directed to 
be held on the second Mondays in January 
and July of each year. 

“So that the NEXT term of the Dunklin 
court after this cause was ‘CONT 
GENPRALLY’ by consent would have oc-

entry of record, the prosecuting attorney of 
Butler County alone appeared in the Dunk- 
lin court and moved the court to reinstate 
the case on the docket and permit him to 
enter a NOLLE PROSEQUTI, but the court 
refused to permit him to do so. 

¢ « © itis cause having been CONTIN- 
UED GENERALLY at the July term, 1893, 
by the agreement of defendant and Prose- 
cuting Attorney, the defendant, in the ab- 
sence of notice of the motion to reinstate 
at the January term, 186, was not required 
by the terms of his recognizance to appear 
at the said term, as from the motion to 
reinstate it had evidently been omitted 
from the docket, and hence the court might 
properly refuse to forfeit recogni- 
gance. * * * The State likewise is under 
no obligations to’appear at said term, and 
a fallure to do so is not laches.

Organization of New Unions and 
General Growth on the Part of 
Trade Brotherhoods and 
Societies, 


It is extremely gratifying to report that 
never before .n the history of the e.ty 
has there been such good prospects for 
the employment of skilled workmen in cer- 
tain lines of trade. More mills and fac- 
tories are being opened up in several di- 
rections, when it is usual at this seascn 
for almost every branch of industry to 
decrease its regular force or run on half 
force or half pay. Some of the plants, 
im the contrary, have even begun a night 
shift to keep the wheels going. All of 
which shows that times generally are im- 
proved. 


The Journeymen Tailors’ Union has in- 
augurated a movemént to bring about 
“free’’ shops @nd a l0-hour day by Oct. 1, 
and to carry this te.a successful issue is 
voting by referendum on a p®Soposition to 
hold a special convention at Louisville, Ky., 
Sept. 6, to devise ways and means. With 
the bailots is a circular calling for s atistics 
as to the number of members of each local 
union, number working in each employer's 
shop, number working outside, will each 
local be prepared to demand free shops Oct. 
1, or will a strike be necessary to enforce 
the demand. Also amount of funds in each 
local treasury.

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THE BULLS’ INNINGS 


WHEAT CLIMBED FOUR CENTS 
LAST WEEK AND YET 
FEEIS GOOD. 


CORN STILL IN STATU QUO. 


Crop Damage the Principal Factor in 
the Advance of Wheat—Weekly 
Markets Summary. 


Wheat developed quite an unexpected 
strength after the middle of last week, 
scoring an advance of fully 4 cents on fu- 
tures. The nearby and distant months 
shared the advance almost equally. 

The advance was caused by several fac- 
tors. More or less authentic reports of 
crop damage were doubtless the chief 
cause. They have been circulated so per- 
sistently and unremittingly that even those 


bears who do not believe them have been 
scared into covering, as shown in Friday's 
bulge in prices, the shorts preferring not 
to hold over three days without a guaran- 
tee on the weather. Higher cables, small 
receipts, a heavy decrease in the world’s 
visible and slowness in ae the new 
wheat were other causeg which ied to the 
firmness of the market. 

To what extent these reports of crop 
damage are to believed it is impossible 
to state—the harvest alone will tell the 
story. On Tuesday a private wire from 
Chicago read like this: “It will be neces- 
sary to fill the apers with reports of the 
damage done to hoid the market up.’ That 
was before the advance. Damage reports 
had been coming in for three weeks then 
but apparently no serious attention had 
been paid to them, and the responses of the 
markets were transitory, the vance of the 
day before more than lost the pext day. 


‘Wednesday, Liverpool having finally showed 


some response to the crop reports, wheat 
started up. Thursday there was a consid- 
erable advance early, which was largely 
lost before the close, and then when most 
people supposed priceagwould be allowed to 
rest over the double holiday and Sunday, 
up went the market about 8 cents Friday, 
with no apparent new reason, beyond the 
reiteration of damage reports. 

The considerable drop after the Leiter 
wheat deal collapsed was dué, of course, 
to putting h‘s cash wheat on the market 
which greatly demoralized the market, and 
the excessively bearish Government crop 
report seemed to fully justify the extent 
of the decline in prices. 

It is now contended by those who an- 
ticipate higher prices that the crop re- 
port was too liberally discounted, and 
that the bears ran the thing in the 
ground. If there is some truth in that, it 
is equally true that the bulls are in dan- 
ger of too liberally discounting the pros- 
pective reduced yield, granting that al) the 
reports of damage are true. 

A Chicago firm wisely calls the attention 
of its customers to one feature. It is 
said that on thrashing the new wheat it 
has been found d nn as ren | in the yield, 
not fulfilling expectations Dased on the 
straw. That this is true to an extent, and 
in some sections, is eertain, but the Chi- 
cago firm refused to cali attention to the 
fact that the extent of this deficiency in 
the ear will only be ascertained on thrash- 
ing. and its customers are advised not to 
jump to conclusions. 

Another thing about damage reports. A 
volume of them, coming one after an- 
other. creates an impression of extensive 
damage to the aggregate crop, which even 
the reports themselves do not justify on 
analysis. For instance, a report from a 
small town in Missouri tells of how six to 
eizht bushels an acre are now expected, 
when 25 to 30 bushels an acre were antici- 
pated three weeks ago. 

The report comes from one of the poor- 
est wheat sections in the State in the best 
years, and possibly whole fields were in- 
undated and the wheat washed away in the 
rains of the early part of June. he re- 
port bears intrinsic evidence of exaggera- 
tion, since no such difference in the promise 
of three weeks ago and to-day has come 
from anywhere else on the map, but even 
if true to the letter, applying simply to 
that district, it would make little differ- 
ence. 

On the other hand comes word from one 
of the most productive counties of Kansas 
to the effect that the crop is por ts | equal to 
first estimates, and that it will be a rec- 
ord breaker. 

Many of these reports come from the 
traveling men of grain houses. At this 
Season one of these may start out a pro- 
nounced bear and be a rampant bull be- 
fore night. and get “‘rampanter’’ the further 
he travels. A large part of his information 
necessarily comes from his customers, and 
they being buyers of wheat naturally want 
1% to advance to their profit. The farmer, 
too, is a bull by nature and instinct, and 
he !s always looking for better prices. 

The Tllinois weekly crop bulletin states 
that the condition of winter wheat in that 
State, according to reports from all coun- 
tiles was more favorable than for the last 
three years, all of which is contraictory 
of certain reports of extensive damage 
sent out by private wire. 

There is a general bellef among the 
bears that Tuesday will see a marked 
falling off in prices, provided the weather 
continues favorable to harvesting. There 
are indications that there has been manip- 
viation of the market the last few days, 
and that there w'll be some unloading 
Tuesday which will bear the market. 
These belleve that there etill remains some 
of the Leiter’ wheat, which has not been 
a factor tn the market for the last two 
weeks. Whether there wil] be anything in 
this there would not appear to have been 
sufficient relfable reports of crop damage 
in the last three days to send wheat up 4 
cents. 
*But the feeling here which has been 
until recently nearly all bearish, seems to 
have undergone a change and on the 
strength of higher cables from Liverpool 
the curb showed a further advance yes- 
terday. September closed Friday at 69% 
cents. On the curb 70% cents was bid 
early hy oy - and 70% cents was the last 
bid. It may be remarked, however, that 
there was more bidding than trading, just 
as on Friday on ‘Change there were a 
great number of quotations marked, but 
little real business done. 

The honest farmer may be an important 
factor in keeping up prices, if he is able 
financially to keep his wheat. Before wheat 
was ripe it was quoted at $1 and upwards 
and the farmer who was lucky enough to 
have held on to his last year’s crop or any 
part of it, peperees mightily. The price 
cleaned out all private stock. Now the 
farmer hates to give up for a matter of 
60 odd cents what was worth a dollar a 
few weeks ago, and wherever he is not 
ushed for money the probability is he will 

ang on to it in the hope of a better price. 
Well, since Mr. Leiter burned his fingers so 
badly there tis not Ukely to be another big 
corner soon. Those things come only years 
apart, and the farmer may not see dollar 
wheat this year, but there Is a demand for 
cash wheat, and up to a certain limit the 
price will be regulated appreciably by the 
farmer's ability to hold on. 


Corn 414 not share the bulge with wheat 
last week. The firmness was sporadic and 
what was gained one day was lost the next, 
so that at the end of the week prices were 
not only no better. but a shade lower. July 
cfosed at 30%c on Friday against Sic a week 
ago, while September at 314%4c was from un- 
changed to “Mec lower. 

The situation has practically been un- 
changed for several weeks, and prices are 
above a shipping value ,held up by those 
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having large speculative w 
they expect to get better for later. 
In the meantime the 
fallen off, and with only moderate receipts 
stocks are es steadily. The fall.ng 
off in the foreign demand is due to the 
fact that when war threatened and after- 
wards Europe bought éverythi in sight, 
and has now large stocks. @ outlook 
is for lower prices, unless serious crop 
damage is reported, and under present 
conditions of temperature and dry weather 
the crop k.ller can do Iittle. 


The cats market is tn a badiy demoral- 
ized condition just now. As to cash oats, 
we have no market in reality, and it has 
been a fictitious market for weeks. 

Prices have held up, but there have been 
no sales at the prices quoted, and just what 
a proper quotation is is hard to tell. There 
are signs of revolt, however, some dealers 
declaring their intention of selling at some 
pees. TO. is now quoted at from 2c 
o 2%c. It would not be surprising if they 
sola 2% below that shortly. From the 
speculative standpoint nothing much can 
be said, futures being practically ignored 
in this market. 


The local flour market remains unchanged 
as to conditions. If there is any change 
the tendency is downward, and it is a 
waiting market with no improvement look- 
ed for until the new crop begins to move 
freely. The wheat crop outlook, being con- 
sidered as less favorable than a week ago, 
has had an effect, and if bad reports are 
corroborated they will have a tendency to 
strengthen the market.

served punishment more than Noble. Bon 
that he is, he is an unnatural one. Be- 
tween a criminal, like him, murderer that 
he would be, with the blood of his own 
brother on his hand, and a boy who Is all 
a mother could desire like William—the in- 
nocent victim—I must choose. 


“The mother love is strong for any off- 
spring, wayward, black-sheep or not. But 


deeds of blood against his own family wash 


away even a mother’s love, and so I say 
as I would of any man who attempted to 
murder me or mine, ‘May he be hanged.’ 

William, whose voice can scarce be raised 
above a whisper, owing to the builet in 
his lung, responded: 


“T hope they hang him to the first tree.’ 

‘The shooting of Will Is not Noble's oniy 
offense against us and it is not for that 
alone that I wish he were dead,”’ the mvuth- 
er said.

If William were out of the way his share 
under the law would bo to Noble. Hence 
the fear of a second midnight shot through 
a ‘window. 
> The family house ts on the Kent farm, 
four miles from Virden. It is a two-story 
framé building. a modern structure with 
windows, trees and porches all dbout it. 

Great elm trees stand all about it and 
look down on pretty shrubbery. Under the 
moonlight the Kent home looked wonder- 
fully suggestive of rural peace and quiet;

in Missouri, used the power of his office 
to shield his son, who was charged with 
murder, and saved him from the gallows 
and even from prison.

The Supreme 
Court of Missour! rebuked him and com- 
manded him not to interfere with the trial. 
His conduct, the court deciared, violated 
not only the apirit of the law, but the let- 
ter of it. The protests of citizens, furors, 
attorneys and fellow judges did not deter 
him.

After a tortuous 
course of events in which the law sustained 
more than one violent wrench, the son was 
convicted and sentenced to prison for % 
years. 

In a little less than two years the same 
tribunal which had rebuked the father ab- 
solved the son from his crime and set him 
free.

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The young man was tall and siender. His 
hair was brown and wavy; his complexion 
light; his eyes a lustrous brown, shaded by 
éeavy brows. His mustache was luxuriant 


and covered a mouth that gleamed with 
white teeth when he amiled. He, was spare 
of frame, and three years after his crime 
was committed, while he was Atill pursued 
by officers of the !aw and haunted by 
memories of his deed, he loédked more liike 
a dissipated young lawyer than any other 
type. 

Judge Wear, his father, is a dignified 
Southern gentleman, portly and gray, choi- 
eric at times, but always devoted to the 
interests of his son.

His wife ts living at Peoria and the 
man was all but captured there shortly after 
the shooting. 

Noble wrote his mother a letter from 
Peorta since the reward wae offered threat- 
ening d‘re consequences to the family anlese 
they should withdraw the price on his 
capture,

Nordoff, a New York expert, who came 
here for two weeks giving lessons. Last 
year Miss Bulkley went to Chicago to study 
gilding and was with the Ringer Bindery 
Co. one month. That is the extert of her 
special training. The rest of her education 
was gained from French and English books 
on binding and from practice. 

Miss Bulkley will not contract to bind a 
book unless she is allowed two months for 
the task, She will not hurry. She insists 
upon having plenty of time for all her 
work. In this she is dike a novelist who 
refuses to write a story for a magazine 
when he has nothing creditable to write. 

All of Miss Bulkley’s work is done by 
hand, even to the etitching of the books. 
The embossing of the designs on the out- 
side rgguires infinite patience and artistic 
skill. Miss Bulkley has both, 

Speaking of her work she sald: 

“I was always fond of designing covers 
for books, but thought nothing about the 
binding, except that it would be difficult. 
My first Idea was obtained in Italy, and 
since that time I have been both a student 
and a worker. 

“The first thing to be done with a book 
ls to ‘forward’ it. Suppose somebody brings 
mé @n ancient volume to be rebound. I 
strip the old binding from it and remove 
the old threads, so that nothing ts left but 
the loose leaves. These I sew together 
with silk thread. Cotton should not be 
used. It breaks too easily. 

“The commercial binder, in sewing, runs 
the thread through every other ecction. I 
sew every one. This makes -the book 
stronger, When the book is opéned it will 
lie flat and not fly shut, as the common 
book ages.

“After the sewing the stiff backs are put 
on, and then the casing of leather. 

“In England and many parts of this 
country the backs are not cased, because 
the books are supposed to go into some 
rich man’s library to be rebound. The 
backs, instead of being laced, are merely 
pasted on with a strip of cloth or heavy 
paper, and when opened they often fall 
apart. 

“All of my binding ia done by hand, and fs 
more than ordinarily substantial. The de- 
signs, which I make myself, are put on after 
the backs are complete, and are as much 
more lasting than the ordinary stamped de- 
sign as an iceberg is more lasting than a 
snowflake. 

“The design is first drawn with pencil 
on thin paper and then transferred to the 
back of the book by tools made ¢spectaliy 
for the purpose, by a tracing process famil- 
far to artists. 

“The leather fs then painted with an 
albuminous solution to make the gold 
stick. When this ts dry the back is pressed 
lightly with vaseline, to soften the leather. 

“after the impression has been taken, a 
small piece of gold ieaf is laid on the de- 
sign. The tools are heated, and great care 
must be exercised not to have them either 
too hot or too cold. If too hot, they will 
burn the leather; if too cold, the gold leaf 
will not stick,

The visitor who enters 
the Stephens home is sure to be made welcome, even though a stranger. Yet the 
welcome is not dverdone. It is made impressive and effective, but that is all. 
There ts nothing déceptive about it. The visitor te given a good Missourl wel- 
come by a Missour! woman, and if he is an appreciative and discerning soul he 
has ample reason to be satisfied. This is due both to the character of the mis- 
tress of the executive mansion and to the training she has received in that line 
since she assumed the position. Handshaking in Jefferson,;City is distinctively 
anart. Handehaking ts an acknowledged accessory of politics, and Jefferson City 
being the center of Missouri politics, is full of professional handshakers. The 
people learned the custom from them.

Beginning with the day of its birth. the 
baby's ears should receive attention.

While the subject of the dead and wound- 
ed is the least touched on by writers on 
the war, it is nevertheless a toplc equally 
ae interesting, if not #0 pleasing, as those 
having to do with the glory of war. 

on the second day of the Battie of the 
Wiiderness, when I fought as an infantry 
soldier, | saw more men kilied and wound- 
ed than 1 did before or after the eame 
time. I knew but few of the men in the 
regiment in whose ranks I stood, but I 
learned the Christian names of some of 
them. The ean who etood next to me 
on my right wae called Will lie was

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and steadied my nerves by saying kindly, 
“Don't fire so fast. This fight will last 
all day.

During the day I had learned to look up 
to this excellent soldier, and lean on him. 
Toward evening, as we were being slowly 
driven back to the Brock road by Long- 
street's men, we made a stand.

Again I spoke to him to go to the rear. 
He looked at me and said impatiently: “I 
tell you that I am as good as dead. There 
ie no use In fooling with me. I shall stay 
here.” Then he pitched forward, dead, 
shot again and through the head. We fell 
back before Longstreet’s soldiers and left 
Will. 

When we got In the Brock road entrench- 
ments a man a few files to my left dropped 
dead. shot just above the right eye. He 
did not groan or sigh or make the slightest 
physical movement, except that his chest 
heaved a few times. The life went out of 
his face Instantly, leaving it without a par- 
ticle of expression.

After Longstreet's soldiers had driven 
the 2d Corps into thelr entrenchments 
along the Brock road a battle exhausted 
infantryman stood behind a large oak tree. 
His beck rested against it. He was very 
tired and held his rifie loosely In his hand. 

The Confederates were directly in our 
front. This soldier was apparently in per- 
fect safety. A solid shot from a Confed- 
erate gun struck the oak tree squarely 
about four feet from the ground, but it did 
not have sufficient force to tear through 
the rough wood. The soldjer fell dead. 
There was not a scratch on m. He was 
killed by concussion. 

While we were fighting savagely over 
these entrenchments the woods !n our front 
caught fire, and I'yaw many of eur wound- 
ed burn to death. 

The amoke rolled heavily ané slowly be- 
fore the fomes curled around the victima. 
The spectacie Was courage-"*pping and 


pitiful, but I do not bE lieve that the wound- 
ed soldiers, who were being burned, suf- 
fered greatly, if they suffered at all 

Wounded soldiers, it mattered not how 
slight the wounds, generally hastened away 
from the battle lines. A wound entitled a 
man to go to the rear and to a hospital. 
Of course, there were many exceptions to 
this rule, as there would necessarily be in 
battles where from 230,000 to 30,000 men were 
wounded. 

I frequently saw slightly wounded men 
who were marching with their colors. I 
remember seeing two men wounded who 
continued to fight. During the first day's 
fighting in the Wilderness I saw a youth 
of about B® years skip and yell, stung by «a 
bullet through the thigh. 

He turned to limp to the rear. After he 
had gone a few steps he stopped, then he 
kicked out his leg once or twice te eee if 
it would work. Then he tore the clothing 
away from his leg so as to see the wound.

This system is in vogue at the L’Ouver- 
ture colored schoo! and has been practiced 
by the teachers there for several years. 

“As a method of instructing the children of 
the primary classes tn reading and spelling 
it has been found very advantageous. 

Older scholars are given the same kind of 
work and more of it and it is the opinion 
of the teachers in charge of this particular 
instruction that children learn to read end 
spell much more rapidly itn this way than 
by the ordinary method. 

_ The L' Ouverture pupils not only set the

type, but they print the matter after it Is 
Bet up. 

There is*a small but complete printing of- 
fice in connection with the school, which !s 
operated by the pupils only. 

Some of the printing work for the School 
Board is done there and the expense saved 
in the printing for L’Ouverture School is 
quite an item. 

Both boya and giris are given training 
in the printing office, and it Is a question 
which eex d splays the greater adeptness. 

From 16 to 20 children can work at the 
various branches of the printing course at 
a time. Some set type, others read proof 
and some of the youngsters write very fair 


short stories, which are printed,on slips and 
used as supplementary reading lessons 
in he lower grades. 

The press is run by power transmitted 
from an electric motor. Each child who 
takes the printing course is instritcted in 
pross feeding as well as in types: tting. 

The printing office was established as an 
adjunct to the Industrial department of the 
school, it being Intended as a possible aid 
for the children toward earning a livell- 
bood at a lucrative calling in the future. 

It was soon discovered that the children 
who were taking the printing course were 
advancing far more rapidly in reading and 
spelling than the others 


Errors in spelling stood out so boldly in 
the proofs that the youngsters’ mistakes 
would be indelibly impressed upon their 
minds. It is a matter of comment among 
the teachers that a given boy or girl seldom 
or never repeats a mistake in_ spelling 
when it has been called to their attention 
in the printing office. 

Naturally the children are attracted by 
the novelty of the mechanical work in the 
prirting office and great rivairy exists 
among them. 

It is a high honor to be considered the 
fastest typesetter in the school and each 
scholar in the printing office strives his 
best to acquire that title. — 


To set type rapidly one must be able to 
read readily. This the youthful printers 
soon learn by absorption and with that 
knowledge come increased practice and in- 
creased ability in reading. 

Many children in the lower grades are 
now given the printing course just for the 
advantage afforded in this way. It has 
been found that children who seemed to 
make no progress at all in reading under 
the regular instruction picked up rapidly 
after a short time in the printing office. 

The work in this branch of the school is 
not compulsory and it is done outside of 
regular schoo! hours. Two hours daily, one 
from noon to 1 p. m. and another from 


3:30 to 4:30, are devoted to the industrial 
branch of the school. 


The L’Ouverture has the distinction of 
being the only private school in the city 
in which the boys are given manual train- 
ing in various trades. 

It ts intended by the School Board to adé 
this instruction to the course in the white 
schoole eome time in the future.

PUBLIC BATHS 


BOUT ® years ago some of the mer- 
A chants of the city, realising the great 
assistance that a place to bathe in 
the hot weather would be to the many men 
and boys who were then employed upon the 
levee, brought the matter to the attention 
of the city authorities and endeavored to 
have a bath-house of some sort provided, 
Dut the scheme was not carried out and 
nothing more was done until about 10 years 
later when in 18898, N. O. Nelson had two 
floating bath-houses built at his own ex- 
pense and placed in the river, one near the 
bridge and one farther down. These bath- 
houses were about 2 feet long, 2 feet wide, 
4 feet deep and would comfortably accomo- 
date @ bathers, but they were much toe 
@emall to accommodate the crowds that 
flocked to them and they were also too 
small to be managed economically. They 
did, however, show that there was very 
great need of bathing places, for they were 
used not only by the people who live near 
the river, but by those of all of the 
crowded districts. 


These floating baths given by Mr. Nelson 
wr .similer to the one shown here. which 
is the type to be seen in almost every town 
in Europe, and which is very popular in 
many cities of the United States, notably 
New York City, where they are tied to 
the wharf at various po!nts around the 
city. They are, perhaps, the best solution 
of the hot weather bath. They cost very 
little to build, there is no lot to be paid for, 
and no water license to pay. The chief ob- 
jection to them is that when he river 
rises or falls they must be pulled in or 
pushed out, as a wharfboat is. This was 
too much work for the one man who was in 
charge of Mr. Nelson's bathhouses, but it 
would be @ viry silght objection to bath- 
houses that were in charge of the wharf 
department. The muddiness of the water 
of the Mississippi! is not much of an ob- 
jection, as it is pure water and far better 
than the water in New York harbor. 


A bath house of this kind is composed of 
two long narrow boat hulls, placed aide by 
eide, about ™ feet apart, fastened together 
at the bow with a stem like that of a 
steamboat, 0 as to break the force of the 
current and turn aside driftwood and the 
like, and held together at the stern and va- 
rious other places in its length with stout 
beams. Between these two hulls is bullt 
the bathing box, which ts made of heavy 
siats, with a space of two inches between 
them, which allowe the water to fiow 
through On top of the hulls are bullt the 
Greesing room sheds. In Burope these sheds 
are divided into smal! dressing rooms with 
doors and locks, end each bather has a 
small room to himself, but in the United 
States, and as contemplated in this scheme, 
the space against the walls of the eheds its 
to be divided into small stalls with clothes 
hooks, ait without doors, and the bathers 
undress under the sheds and hang their 
clothes in a stall Money and valuables 
can be left with the man in charge. Each 
bather must provide bimself with a towel 
or do without one, which is the usual thing 
with bathers of this class. 


The bathhouse shown itn the Mustrations 
has a bathing box & feet in length, ® mm 
width, varying from 3% to 56 feet in depth, 
would accommodate about 19 bathers and 
could be built for less than $1000. The chier

It was about midnight Saturday when Jun- 
geling found his way home. Shortly after- 
wards a woman’s screarms were heard is- 
suing from the windows of the room and 
several passers by hastened upstairs, forced 
the door open and entered. There they 


found Jungeling yi te: to stifie the flames 
which surrounded ody of the Sea 

She was a all over the y. Her 
clothing had been completely burned off. 
Jungeling, as if oblivious to his surround- 
ings and of the fact that he was burning 
himself badly abdut the hands and wrists, 
worked stoically trying to vave the woman. 

Finally Policeman O’Brien of the Central 
District found his way to the room. He 
assisted in ng mes the flames about the 
woman. Then he called an ambulance and 
had her removed to the City Hospital more 
dead than alive. 

Jungeling was placed under arrest. He 
was taken to the Dispensa where his 
hands were dressed after which he, too, 
was removed to the Hospital. 

The injuries of Belle Hopkins were pro- 
nounced fatal by all the physicians who 
saw her. Where the flesh on her body was 
not burned to a crisp were great, ugly blis- 
ters from the heat. 

She said that Jungeling’ and she had a 
quarrel and that he picked up a lghted 
lamp and threw it at her. The lamp broke 
throwing oi] all over her clothing, which 
at the same time became ignited. She 
screamed and tried to put out the blaze but 
failed. Jungeling likewise tried to save her 
and bedly burned himself. 

Jungeling’s story is to the effect that he 
had no quarrel with the woman. id 
they were laughing, talking and 
ing’’ each other and that he had the 
In his hand. Playfully he motioned the 
lamp towards her, lost his grasp upon it 
allowing it to slip from his nd. 

Five weeks ago Senweling had some 
trouble with Maud Morris on Pine getreet. 
Maud secured a revolver and laid tin wait 
for him. When he came along Maud fired. 
The billet lodged tn Jungeling’s left lung.
